Council bungles social worker investigation by not realising she worked for them

A BENEFIT cheat social worker 
kept her job after 'bungling' council 
investigators failed to realise she 
was a council employee. 

Redbridge Council's fraud squad 
investigated Shelly Brodie for 
wrongly claiming more than 
£3,500, not realising she worked as 
a team leader in the council's chil¬ 
dren's services department. 

The mistake enabled her to move 
to a different council to collect a 
government wage. 

The Taxpayers' Alliance slammed 
the 'bungled' investigation, saying it 
had been 'badly mismanaged'. 

Brodie, who was this month struck 
off as a social worker, left Redbridge 
Council in 2011. The council's fraud 
squad began probing her housing 
benefit claims in 2010. 

She was convicted in January 2012 
of wrongly claiming £3,635.06. 

By that time she had taken a job as 
disabled children's team manager for 
Barking and Dagenham Council. She 
was required to alert her employers to 
her conviction but failed to do so. 

Redbridge Council was also 
legally obliged to notify the council 
and relevant professional bodies, 
but failed its statutory duty because 
of the oversight. 

A council spokesman said the 
authority's fraud squad had not 
realised she was a council employ¬ 


ee or a social worker, because she 
was a contractor. 

Barking and Dagenham Council 
only discovered Brodie's conviction 
when she left personal documents 
in the office. 

The bungled investigation wad 
made public this month, when Brodie 
was hauled before a Health and Care 
Professions Council (HCPC) hearing 
to be reprimanded for her cover-up. 

A HCPC report said: “In 
September 2012, personal docu¬ 
ments were discovered on a photo¬ 
copier machine relating to an 
enforcement matter, which disclosed 
the fact that the registrant had been 


convicted for benefit fraud. The 
employer stated that she had never 
informed them of her conviction.” 

A panel ordered that she be struck 
off. 

A Redbridge Council spokesman 
said: “The housing benefits investi¬ 
gation team who undertook the 
investigation did not know she was 
working at Redbridge Council, as 
she was agency staff and not on the 
records or staff employee list. 

“Our investigation team had no 
knowledge of her employing organ¬ 
isation or her occupation. If the 
council had known, relevant guid¬ 
ance and legislation would have 


been followed concerning the noti¬ 
fication and professional bodies 
and/or employers would have been 
advised accordingly.” 

The council said no staff were 
disciplined over the mistake. 

Jonathan Isaby, chief executive of 
the Taxpayers' Alliance, said: “This 
case seems to have been badly mis¬ 
managed. Residents will expect offi¬ 
cers to carry out investigations with 
far more competence than this. 

“It's taxpayers funding these 
salaries and teams and they'll be 
hoping that bungling officers aren't 
in charge of delivering essential 
services they rely on.”

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Stars join film festival 



HOLLYWOOD stars from Brad Pitt to Reese 
Witherspoon will visit the capital next month for 
the BFI London Film Festival. 

The 12-day festival will host 247 feature films, 
including 17 world premieres. 

Screenings, masterclasses and debates will be 
held all over the capital, from Mayfair, Covent 
Garden and Chelsea to Hackney, Brixton and 
Bethnal Green. 

The programme includes a number of family 
screenings and offers cheap tickets for students 
and OAPs. 

The festival offers members of the public the 
chance to walk up the red carpet with their 
favourite movie stars for little more than they 
would pay for an ordinary cinema trip. 

Benedict Cumberbatch will walk the carpet in 
Leicester Square as the festival kicks off on 
October 8, with Alan Turing biopic The 
Imitation Game. 

Pop star Bjork will attend a gala screening of 
documentary Biophilia Live and big screen leg¬ 
end Brad Pitt will greet fans as the festival clos¬ 
es on Sunday, October 19, with World War Two 
drama, Fury. 

While many of the festival’s red carpet galas 
and hot picks are currently showing as ‘sold 
out’, fast-fingered film fans will be able to bag 
extra seats released to the public on Thursday, 
October 2. 

In addition to the glitzy premieres, a series of 
events will be staged to mark the 20th anniver¬ 
sary of Dreamworks animations. 

The family strand will host screenings from 
3D animation Yellowbird and the new Moomins 
outing, to the classic 1954 animation of George 
Orwell’s Animal Farm. 

A number of documentaries and real-life sto¬ 
ries will receive their first airings before British 
audiences, including Michael Winterbottom’s 
The Face of an Angel, based on the Amanda 
Knox murder trial. 

CitizenFour documents US whistleblower Ed 
Snowden’s quest to expose government spying, 
while Honeytrap explores east London’s gang 
culture, based on a collection of personal 
accounts. 


More British stories will be told in Mr Turner, 
starring Timothy Spall as painter Joseph Turner, 
and London Calling, seven short films by the 
capital’s hottest emerging talents. 

Elsewhere, eagle-eyed festival-goers might 
spot British stars like Kiera Knightley, Dominic 
West and Alan Rickman. 


American visitors will include Anchorman star 
Steve Carrell and The Daily Show anchor Jon 
Stewart, who will screen directorial debut 
Rosewater and attend a debate about freedom of 
speech.

Dabft/Crvdtt rant pwynwnrte through Pnypa 
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Back despite popular demand!

PAUL Daniels is just as much a live- 
wire in real life as he is on stage - he's 
not one of those entertainers who 
switch off their personality the minute 
they leave the theatre - and when we 
meet at the Savoy Hotel in London to 
discuss his new show he is straight 
into the jokes, most of them at his 
own expense. 

“Comic, magician, international sex 
symbol...” the diminutive funnyman 
says by way of introduction, as “the 
lovely Debbie McGee” - as we all 
surely call his wife and onstage-part¬ 
ner - looks on. I ask if he is ever “off”. 

“No,” Debbie says with a smile. 
“Paul is exactly the same at home as 
he is on stage. I don't know anyone 
else so resolutely positive about life.” 

The couple, who married in 1988, 
are touring a new show, Back Despite 
Popular Demand! - which, they tell 
me, contains some old favourites as 
well as new tricks. “People complain 
when we don't do tricks they expect to 
see every time they come to see us, so 
we've included two oldies, my signa¬ 
ture illusions as it were, but every¬ 
thing else is different,” says Paul. 

“And the great thing about a live 
show is that it's never the same twice 
because the audience is different each 
night.” 

In a previous tour the couple intro¬ 
duced a Q&A as part of the show. 
“Some of the questions were really 
left-field and kept me on my toes,” 
says Paul. He enjoys the contact with 
fans, and is a keen tweeter and blog¬ 
ger, but even though he's very much a 
fan of modern gizmos, says about 
using it his act: “You can use technol¬ 
ogy, providing it’s not technology that 


does the trick.” 

Paul makes most of his own props 
and is also a keen handyman at home; 
during the floods last winter their 
Thames-side Berkshire home was not 
seriously affected, as he had built a 
system of gates and pumps - even 
though their garden was under water 
for several weeks. And once Debbie 
came home from shopping to find he 
had installed a mezzanine floor in his 
large workshop. Why? “I thought, 
well, it has a high ceiling, so why 
not?” says Paul. 

The Middlesbrough native, who 
started doing magic tricks at the age 
of 11, has developed illusions for sev¬ 
eral shows in London's West End, 
including Cats and Phantom of the 
Opera. He and Debbie like to go to 
Las Vegas to see the big magic shows 
and Paul is a keen student of the art- 
form - and he has an extensive col¬ 
lection of books and artefacts. “Lots 
of people contact Paul if they need to 
know anything about the history of 
tricks and illusions,” says Debbie. 

With more than 40 years in the busi¬ 
ness, Paul says he rarely doesn't know 
how another performer does a trick, 
but occasionally even he is foxed. 
“Then I break it down, bit by bit, and 
eventually I will work it out,” he says. 
“And I tip my hat to anyone who 
could stump me.” 

As a member of the Magic Circle, 
would he ever reveal the mechanics of 
a trick? 

“Oh no, why spoil the illusion? 
What people are seeing defies the 
laws of nature and of physics - matter 
can't disappear and then reappear, for 
example - so they know it's not real 
but can't understand how it's done and 
that makes great entertainment. And a 


lot of what makes it fun is the chat 
that goes with it, of course.” 

He also does occasional “mentalist” 
tricks - mind-reading - and talks with 
awe about some of the great perform¬ 
ers in this field, but Paul is less keen 
on psychics, who, he believes, use the 
same tricks but for less noble purpos¬ 
es. “If they are talking to those who 
have passed, why do they never ask 
them, 'What's it like?'” he says 
scathingly. “A lot of them may think 
they're not doing any harm, but for me 
they are continuing the sorrow [of the 
bereaved]. I believe once you're gone, 
you're gone.” 

I ask if anything ever goes wrong 
with a trick and they both laugh. “Not 
that the audience would be aware of,” 
says Paul. “When I'm creating a show, 
I plan the routines and then I plan the 
get-outs, so if anything goes wrong, 
I'm ready.” 

Debbie adds: “It rarely happens that 
anything goes wrong but when it has 
- someone fainted in the front row 
once - Paul was completely unfazed 
and carried on cracking gags while he 
was being helped out.” 

Back to the tour, which Paul and 
Debbie are looking forward to/enjoy- 
ing as they travel around the country. 
“We love doing the show but travel¬ 
ling can be a pain,” says Paul. “So we 
stay in nice hotels and eat lovely food, 
and explore an area when we possibly 
can. This is a great country and we 
love discovering new parts of it.”

Redevelopment plan for 
Brewery shopping centre 


ROMFORD'S Brewery shop¬ 
ping centre is in line for a £5m 
makeover. 

TIAA Henderson Real 
Estate, the site's owners, has 
submitted a planning applica¬ 
tion to the council. 

Part of the firm's proposals 
include creating a lavish new 
state-of-the-art bus station and 
bus shelters to the west of the 
brewery. 

This would mean demolish¬ 
ing the outdated bus station to 
make way for a drive through 
fast food chain. 

The new bus depot, along 


with bus shelters, would be 
accessed by Waterloo Road. 

The plans also include two 
new retailers, including celebri¬ 
ty favourite pastry shop, 
Patisserie Valerie, whose first 
branch was in London's Soho 
district. If planning permission 
is granted, the shop fronts sur¬ 
rounding the Brewery will also 
be given extensive make overs 
and new signage. 

Chief acquisitions partner, 
Katherine Friend at 
Hendersons TIAA said: “I 
don't want to predjuice our 
chances by speaking about the 


re-development before the 
council has made up its mind. 
We will be releasing much 
more information next month. 

“What I can say is that it will 
be a radical improvement on 
the aesthetics of the run down 
bus station and the facades of 
the shops surrounding the 
Brewery and the bus station.” 

Discussions have been held 
with Havering Council and 
Transport for London.
